Bryan w as im m ediately recognised 
when the resolutions comm ittee as­ 
sembled.

The Roosevelt View 
The Roosevelt captains scorn this j 
statem ent and point out that the Pop-! 
ulist movement had little support in 
the E astern 
and 
Middle 
W estern! 
states, w hile Colonel Roosevelt c a r-1 
ried the prim aries in M assachusetts, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Mis- j 
souri, Illinois, W est Virginia and Cali­ 
fornia. These states have a total elec­ 
toral vote of 146. The next electoral 
college will consist of 531; necessary 
to choice, 266. 
The problem 
is: 
Can 
Roosevelt 
carry in November the seven states 
mentioned, and thus leave the rem ain­ 
ing 885 votes in the electoral college 
to be divided between President Taft 
and the Democratic candidate?

amendment to the constitution, which 
follows:

them selves: they shall name in 
their ballots the person voted for 
as president, and in distinct bal­ 
lots the person voted for as vice 
president; and they shall make 
distinct lists of all persons voted 
for as president, and of all per­ 
sons voted for as vice president, 


and of the number of votes for 
each, which list they shall sign 
and certify, and transm it, sealed, 
to the seat of the government of 
the United States, directed to the 
president of the senate; the pres­ 
ident of the senate shall, in the 
presence of the senate and the 
house of representatives, open all 
the certificates and 
the 
votes 
shall then be counted. 
Majority of Electors Required 
The person having the greatest 
num ber of votes 
for 
president 
shall be president, if such b$ a 
m ajority of the whole number of 
electors appointed; 
if 
no 
such 
person has such majority, 
then 
from the 
persons

highest numbers, not 
exceeding 
three on the list of those voted 
for as president, the house 
of 
representatives shall immediately 
choose by ballot the president. 
But in choosing the president, 
the vote shall be taken by states, 
the 
representation 
from

state having one vote; a quorum 
for this purpose shall consist of 
a mem ber or members from two- 
thirds of the states, and a m a­ 
jority of all states shall be neces­ 
sary to a choice. 
And if the house of representa­ 
tives shall not choose, a 
presi­ 
dent, whenever the right of choice 
shall devolve upon them before 
the 4th day of March next fol­ 
lowing, then the vice 
president 
shall act as president as in case 
of death or other constitutional 
disability of the president. 
The person having the greatest 
num ber of votes as vice president 
shall be vice president if such

jority, then from the two highest 
num bers on the list tho senate 
shall choose the vice president:

person constitutionally ineligible 
to the office of president shall be 
eligible to the office of vice presi­ 
dent of the United States.

Under this amendment when 
the 


electoral votes, the election will to to 
the house of representatives. 
In the house the vote is cast by 
states, the state of New York having 
no more voice than the state of Ne­ 
vada, one vote for each. 
The house is required to vote

mediately after it is ascertained

the count of the electoral votes that 
no one has a majority. 
In this vote of the house of repre­ 
sentatives voting by states a majori­ 
ty of all the states is necessary to 
an election, so that it will be neces­ 
sary for some one to have the vote 
of at least twenty-five states for an 
election by the house.
